Expert Tells How to Increase the 


Yield of Tubers, With Little 


Additional Cost. 


The following: article on potato cul- 


ture was written especially for Tke 
Gazette by a recognized authority: 


©ver 300,00*,«» boskets of Irish 


potatoes are consumed annually in 
America. 
In lilS enoigh potatoes 


were used in U«ited States to allow 
each man, woman and child one eiffht- 
ounce potato a day throughout the 
year. Can't you see the necessity of 
producing 250 bushels of potatoes to 
the acre rather than 160? 


The type of soil in which potatoes 


do best is one well drained and full of 
organic matter. 
This humus is best 


added by plowing under a green cover 
crop early in the season thus allowing 
it to rot before the seed is planted. 
The danger of barn manure plowed 
under, is that it produces in the soil 
a condition favorable to potato scab. 
The seed bed should be deep and 
rather loose, thus making a favorable 
place for the tubers to develop with 
smooth even surfaces. 


The seed to be used should be select- 


ed rather carefully, it should be •well 
shaped, sound and of an established 
seasonable variety. The se«d should 
be treated with a forraola to prevent 
scab. There are several methods em- 
ployed as regards to the size of seed 
used, a reliable one is: Cut the seed 
into pieces weighing froas one to two 
ounce?, but make sure to ha/e at 
least one good eye in each piece. Plant 
the seed as soon as possible after cut- 
ting in order to prevent drying out.

PRODUCING CLEAN MILK. 


I have handled and milked cows 


ever since I was big enough and have 
always been a stickler for cleanliness, 
according to my standards. After 10 
years' experience in winning and hold- 
ing a private cream and butter trade, 
I can say, writes A. Cornell in Farm 
and Home, that while I am no more 
of a stickler for cleanliness today 
than I was 10 years ago, my stand- 
ards are more advanced. 


I was brought up to have a different 


standard for milk than for water. I 
thought that after milk was strained 
it was clean and pure. 
When the 


hand separator was brought on the 
scene, however, it revealed the pres- 
ence of dirt in the milk. 


By being more careful about bed- 


ding and brushing the cows I found 
that I could reduce the dirt in the 
separator bowl to the minimum. 
It 


occurred to me that since they got 
most of the dirt from the barn floor 
and yard, it would be a great advan- 
tage to have a good cement floor and 
gutter and keep the barn and yard 
well cleaned and bedded. 


I never had that objectionable habit 


of wet teat milking. I always milk 
the first milk from each teat into the 
gutter as this seems to make for 
cleanliness. 
I find that rubbing the 


cow's udder with a damp cloth and 
keeping the milk pail from being di- 
rectly under the cow, keeps the hair 
from falling into the pail while milk- 
ing. 
To prevent the dust and hay 


leaves from falling on the cows and 
into the milk, I ceiled my milking 
room with matched boards. 


While milking one morning, I not- 


iced how a shaft of sunlight revealed 
the presence of considerable dust par- j 
tides and cow hair floating in the air 
of the barn. This prompted me to use |

Holds Conference With Portage 


County Farmers. 


A series of field meetings was con- 


ducted in Portage county last week by 
J. W. Hicks of Prentice, president of 
tike Wisconsin Potato Growers' asao- 
aiatioa, *nd J. M. Coyner, county agri- 
cpltural agent. My. Hicks armed 1m 
tfc» county Tuesday and was busy 
until Sunday, when me lef* for Ne- 
c«dah on a similar mission. 


The field potato meetings are sup- 


plementary to j;he regular institutes 
conducted periodically under the aus- 
pices of the University of Wisconsin 
college of agriculture and are being 
held in various parts of the state. 
Methods 
of 
planting, 
cultivation, 


treatment for disease and bugs and 
other_j)hases of the industry are dealt 
with 7n the most practical manner 
possible, and the lessons are brought 
home in a way that could not other- 
wise be accomplished. By observing 
actual conditions and discussing the 
various problems, helpful suggestions 
are brought out and advice applicable 
to the individual needs is given. 


Mr. Hicks visited various localities, 


including farms in the towns_ of Am- 
herst, Almond and Buena Vista, and 
was everywhere 
well received, his 


reputation having evidently preceded 
him. He stated that the season has 
been a discouraging one to potato 
interests and that early varieties were 
nractically ruined by sun scald and 
bugs, which also seriously affected the 
later plants. The production of the 
late varieties, according to Mr. Hicks, 
will be about one-third below the 
average in Portage county. In some 
fields the vines are literally burned 
up by the heat, a condition that has 
been wrongly attributed to blight, and 
in other places the stalks have been 
stripped of leaves by the insect pest, 
which has been the worst in years. 
Mr. Hicks said that blight has hardly 
appeared in Wisconsin this year.

Rural New Yorkers, i 
Mr. Hicks said, do well in Portage 
county, even better than the Green 
Mountains, for which the present sea- 
son, owing to the extreme hot weath- ! 
er, has not been as favorable.

The field meetings were designed to 


•'follow up" the institutes held in the 
county last winter and spring, and Mr. 
Hicks stated that he hopes to have 
more of the outdoor conferences at 
harvest time.

Superior Physician, Who was Shot 


Last Week. Expected to Sur- 


vive His Wounds. 


Dr. J. G. Barnsdale.. who was shot 


four times by Miss Helen Stewart, a 
teacher, at 
Superior on Tuesday 


afternoon of last week, will recover 
unless unlopkedfor complications de- 
velop. This is the statement of attend- 
ing physicians and nurses, who are 
of the opinion that the crisis in his 
condition was past Saturday. 


Miss Stewart continues her silence 


at the county jail and is in seclusion 
except from members of her family 
and her attorney. As soon as the con- 
dition of Dr. Barnsdale is settled, a 
definite charge will be made against 
Miss Stewart and she will be ar- 
raigned in court. 


On Thursday of last week it was 


discovered that Miss Stewart had been 
secretly married more than a year 
ago to G. Milward Smith, a young man 
who is employed in the Board of 
Trade in Duluth. They were married 
at Virginia, Minn., on July 17, 1915, 
by a justice of the peace. It is also 
stated that Smith left her a few days 
after the ceremony and that since last 
November he has not even seen her. 


The following paragraphs are from 


the Superior Telegram of last Thurs- 
day evening: 


"The doctor's wife has been almost 


constantly at his bedside since the 
shooting occurred. She was summon- 
ed to the office by the doctor himself 
and hurried there at once. She went 
to the hospital with him in the ambul- 
ance and has refused to leave since 
then, caring for the injured man's 
wants herself and watching over him. 


"After 
summoning his wife and
